4 ee work is designed as a Dictionary of American and Eng- 
lish Initials and Pseudonyms employed from the beginning of 
the 18th century to the present time; to which have been added 
some of the more recent and important Continental ones, and a 
few false-names, which, by a strict definition of words, would be 
called soubriquets. 

A similar work by Mr. Albert R. Frey, of the Astor Library, 
New York City, was placed by the publishers at the writer’s 
disposal, from which about two thousand titles were taken, and 
added to his own compilation, making an aggregate of twelve 
thousand initials and pseudonyms, and eight thousand real names 
of authors. 

Attention is called to the very complete article, by Mr. Frey, 
on ‘‘ Junius,” to be found in the first part. 

For the convenience of those using this dictionary, it may 
be well to state that the first part gives the initials and pseu- 
donyms, followed by the real names, of the authors, together with 
some representative literary performance; and the method used in 
indexing, with some exceptions, is to treat the literary disguises 
as real names, and arrange them as is customary with the latter, 
7.e., the last member of the initial or pseudonym is put first, and 
determines the alphabetical order. The second part contains the 
real names of authors, followed by the initials and pseudonyms, 
and short biographical notices. 

The writer has endeavored to make this work both compre- 
hensive and correct, and, in order to do this, has availed him- 
self of the Harvard University Library, and every other source

enabled to produce a volume that will be useful to librarians 
and of interest to the general reader.

About twenty years ago the nom de plume 
‘‘Weardana” was a household word among the 
reading portion of the Irish people. It was the 
veil behind which the young poet modestly hid 
his individuality. He was then a medical student 
at the Queen’s University. The ‘‘Harp” and 
other periodicals published in Dublin and Cork 
at this time, and for several years, contained 
patriotic songs, short sketches, and historic bal- 
lads from his pen. ‘‘ The Blacksmith of Limer- 
ick,”? which he wrote in the confused days suc- 
ceeding 48, grew almost instantly into popular 
fayor, and helped much to create and fostera 
new soul in Ireland, About that time, perhaps 
later, the ‘‘ London Universal News,” then edited 
by the lamented John F’. O’Donnell (*‘ Caviare”’), 
a distinguished poet and Jiterateur himself, in 
reviewing Joyce’s ‘Ballads, Romances, and 
Songs” — published in book form by Duffy of 
Dublin — hailed Joyce as ‘*The Scott of Ire- 
land,” a distinctive title most eminently deserved 
and deservedly bestowed. The book attained an 
extensive circulation, especially in the south of 
Ireland, where were located most of the stirring 
scenes, and incidents, and legendary and tradi- 
tional reminiscences on which the “ Ballads, 
Romances, and Songs” were founded. There 
is little doubt that Joyce’s writings at that 
period had a powerful influence in developing 
the national spirit which, a few years later on, 
became so powerful and defiant under the name 
of “ Fenianism,” the spirit of physical resistance 
to foreign rule. The ‘‘ Dublin Weekly Lllus- 
trated News,” established less than 20 years ago, 
contained many a racy story, sketch, and poem 
from his pen. A little later the doctor, who was 
then Professor of English Literature in the Pre 
paratory College of the Catholic University, 
Dublin, published ‘* The Squire of Castleton,” 
an historical novel, the scene of which was laid 
in the south of Ireland, as a serial in the ** Dub- 
lin Irishman.” It was subsequently republished 
in book form. When the ‘‘ Dublin Irish People,” 
the Fenian organ, was established in 1865, Dr. 
Joyce, under the nom de plume “ Merulan” 
(the Wizard) became, by request of the leaders 
of the National party in Dublin, one of the regu- 
lar contributors, and his fiery, patriotic, and 
able pen was recognized as a powerful aid in 
sustaining the grand spirit of patriotic resolve 
which was then rampant and defiant throughout 


the land.

“At the time when the ‘ Letters’ appeared, 
pampblets abounded, fixing their authorship, to 
the perfect satisfaction of each pamphleteer, 
upon every public man; the ‘Gent. Mag.’ 
opened its columns to suggestions, and was filled 
with them; in 1824, the ‘Monthly Magazine’ 
renewed the subject; in 1837, pamphlets again 
appeared, with fresh lights, which flickered and 
went out; and lately, “Notes and Queries’ has 
worked like a mole on the subject; but they all 
have been gropings in the dark. We believe the 
‘Letters’ have been fathered, with a greater or 
less degree of confidence, upon upwards of forty 
public characters. The most favoured were Sir 
Philip Francis, Lord Lyttelton, Colonel Barré, 
Burke, J. Dunning (afterwards Lord Ashbur- 
ton), Chatham, Dr. Wilmott, Hugh Boyd, 
Wilkes, Horne Tooke, Lord George Sackville, 
Governor Pownall, Sir.

The wildest conjec- 
tures have gained believers, and there have been 
madmen to lay them to George ILI., a Captain 
Allen, Suett the comedian, Combe (the author 
of ‘Dr. Syntax’), Bickerton, an eccentric Oxo- 
nian, and an utterly unknown Mr. Jones.

d. 1798. 


A Mr. Sergeant Adair was once produced, on 
the plea of certain ephemeral pamphlets, but the 
feebleness they evinced caused him to be quickly 
given up. — WADE, “Junius,” ii. xv. 

The reader should also consult the lengthy 
argument of Mr. Adair against granting a nolle 
prosequt in favor of the messengers of the House 
of Commons, and the reference to this case in 
Junius’ letter of April 9, 1771.

In the works by Britton and Jaques (Nos. 
LXXxXv. and LxXxxvi.), I find the opinion ex- 
pressed that Barré was aided by Lord Shelburne 
and Dunning (afterwards Lord Ashburton). 
The ‘‘ Morning Herald,” as early as 1813, stated 
that the Earl of Shelburne was probably Junius, 
and that Barré and Dunning assisted him.

Bentinck, William Henry Caven- 
dish. 


His name is mentioned in Coventry’s ‘‘ Critical

be found a notice of this eccentric individual, 
who is said to have kept a horse in Hertford 
College, Oxford, which was sometimes seen 
looking out of a window on the second floor.

Boyd, Hugh M’Aulay. b. 1746; d. 
1791. 


Boyd’s claims are summarily disposed of in 
Wade’s work (No. uxxvit.). Almon, in the 
first volume of ‘* Anecdotes,” published in 1797, 
designates Boyd as the author of Junius. See 
also Wraxall, ‘‘ Memoirs of his own Time,” 1836, 
ji. 93-94, and Nos. XXX., XXXIII., XLIX., LI. 

Boyd has been described as ‘‘an admirer of 
Junius, and vain enough to wish to be thought 
the author. ” 

As to Macaulay Boyd’s being the author of 
Junius’s Letters, it is a perfect joke; no two 
characters can be more perfectly unlike than 
poyd and Junius. — BuruEr, ‘‘ Reminiscences,”’ 
i. 84, 


Burke, Rt. Hon. Edmund. b. 1728; 
d. 1797. 


Bishop Markham, an early friend and patron 
of Burke, taxed the latter with the authorship 
of the ‘‘ Letters,” telling him that his house was 
a “nest of adders.” Although Burke never 
made any positive denial to this imputation, he 
certainly disavowed any connection with Junius, 
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on three distinct occasions. Firstly, he said to 
Charles Townshend, ‘I give you my word and 
honour that I am not the author of Junius.” — 
See Burke’s “ Correspondence,” by Lord Fitz- 
william, i. 269-275. Secondly, he positively de- 
nied the imputed authorship, on being ques- 
tioned by Sir William Draper; and lastly, he 
made a denial to Johnson, when he said, ‘“‘I 
could not if I would, and I would not if I 
could.’ —See Boswell’s ‘* Johnson,”’ iv., for the 
detailed circumstances. 

It seems somewhat strange, however, that 
Burke should have been so generally suspected 
as the author. That such was the case, never- 
theless, is obvious, not only from the opinion at 
first entertained by Sir Wiiliam Draper, but 
from various public accusations conveyed in the 
periodicals of the day. The letter of Zeno in 
the ‘‘ Public Advertiser,’’ dated Oct. 14, 1771, is 
addressed “to Junius, alias Edmund the Jesuit 
of St. Omer’s.”

Burke, William. — See No. Lxxxv1. 


Butler, John, Bishop of Hereford. 
d. 1802. 


Butler was secretary to the Rt. Hon. Bilson 
Legge, Chancellor of the Exchequer, and Wilkes 
is said to have suspected him as the author. 
Butler, however, was a man of no political cour- 
age, and his works lack the fire which character- 
ize the ‘‘ Letters.””’ His claims are discussed in 
Dr. Good’s Essay, in the edition published in 1814. 


Camden, Charles, Lord. b. 1715; d. 
1794. 


It appears almost ludicrous to note that the 
great Lord Camden was suspecied, simply on 
the ground of his dislike to the law and politics 
of Chief Justice Mansfield. — WADE. 


De Lolme, John Lewis. b. 1745 (7); 
d. 1807. 


De Lolme’s claims are advocated in Dr. Bus- 
by’s work (see No. XLVI.), but it must be remem- 
bered that he only arrived in England in 1769. 
He is the author of an elegantly written ‘“‘ Essay 
on the English Constitution,” which is quoted 
by Junius. 


Dunning, John, afterwards Lord 
Ashburton. b. 1731; d. 1783. 


The soulof Junius is, as we conjecture, com- 

memorated in the picture exhibited in Sir Joshua 
Reynold’s gallery, representing Lord Shelburne 

of Junius’s day, Mr. Dunning, and Colonel Barré 
of parliamentary fame, in conference, — JAQUES, 
p. 141. (See Barré, ante.) 

Heron espouses the claims of Dunning, and 
Britton includes him among his claimants; but 
avery strong point against him is the fact that 
he was appointed solicitor-general in December, 
1767, and held that office until March, 1770. 
Hence, admitting that he was Junius, the fan_ous 
letter “to the king,’ in December, 1769, must 
have proceeded from his Majesty’s own solicitor- 
general! The Earl of Shelburne, who was in- 
timately acquainted with Dunning, often declared 
that the latter did not “‘ write a line of Junius.” 


Dyer, Samuel. b. 1725; d. 1772. 


Dyer is referred to in Malone’s ‘ Life of Dry- 
den,” as ‘fa man of excellent taste and profound 
erudition, whose principal literary work, wader 
a Roman signature, when the veil with which 
for near thirty-six years it has been enveloped 
shall be remoyed, will place him in a high rank 
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among English writers, and transmit a name 
now little known, with distinguished lustre to 
posterity.” 

Malone held the opinion that if Burke did not 
write the Letters, they were at least written by 
some one who had received considerable aid 
from Burke in composing them. It is said that 
upon Dyer’s death, Burke obtained and destroyed 
all the papers which he had left behind him. 

Malone strongly favored the claims of Dyer, 
but it must be remembered that this claimant 
wasa very old man at the time when these let- 
ters appeared, a fact inconsistent with the vigor 
and fire they exhibit.

Flood, Henry. b. 1732; d. 1791.

Francis, Sir Philip. b. 1740; d. 1818. 


The external evidence is, we think, such as 
would support a verdict in a civil, nay, in a crim- 
inal proceeding. he handwriting of Junius is 
the very peculiar handwriting of Francis, slightly 
disguised. As to the position, pursuits, and 
connections of Junius, the following are the 
most important facts which can be considered as 
clearly proved: First, that he was acquainted 
with the technical forms of the secretary of 
state’s office; secondly, that he was intimately 
acquainted with the business of the War-oflice; 
thirdly, that he, during the year 1770, attended 
debates in the House of Lords, and took notes of 
speeches, particularly of the speeches of Lord 
Chatham; fourthly, that he bitterly resented the 
appointment of Mr. Chamier to the place of 
deputy-secretary of war; fifthly, that he was 
bound by some strong tie to the first Lord Hol- 
land. Now, Francis passed some years in the 
secretary of state’s office. He was subsequently 
chief clerk of the War-oflice. He repeatedly 
mentioned that he had himself, in 1770, heard 
speeches of Lord Chatham; and some of these 
speeches were actually printed from his notes. 
He resigned his clerkship at the War-oflice from 
resentment at the appointment of Mr. Chamier. 
It was by Lord Holland that he was first intro- 
duced into the public service. Now, here are 
five marks, all of which ought to be found in 
Junius. They are all five found in Francis. 
We do not believe that more than two of them 
can be found in any other person whatever. If 
this argument does not settle the question, there 
is an end of all reasoning on circumstantial evi- 
dence. — MACAULAY. 

My own impression is that the ‘Letters of 
Junius” were written by Sir Philip Francis. In 
a speech which I once heard him deliver at the 
Mansion House, concerning the partition of Po- 
land, I had a striking proof that Francis pos- 
sessed no ordinary powers of eloquence, — Koe- 
ERS, ‘* Table Talk,” p. 272. ;

My DrEar PARKES, — 


I have often tried to guess the meaning of the 
motto to Junius, ‘‘Stat nominis wmbra,” ‘* The 
shadow of the name stands.’”? But in looking, the 
other day, at the title-page of the ‘“‘ Etymologicon 
Anglicanum,” I thought that I could guess the 
meaning. The title is, — 

Franciscii Junii 
Francisci Filii 
Etymologicon 
Anglicanum. 
And under the frontispiece are these words :— 


Franciscus Junius, 
Francisci Filius. 

We know that Sir P. Francis often gave ob- 
scure hints as to his authorship of Junius. I 
think that by the words, ‘*‘ Stat nominis umbra,” 
he meant te indicate that Junius was the son of 
Francis. This may seem far-fetched; but what 
other explanation of the motto can you give? My 
explanation is that he meant to establish a claim 
to the authorship, without being forced to make 
that claim; which, in fact, he never had the cour- 


age to do. N. W. SENIOR. 


Taylor, in Woodfall’s edition of 1812, was the 
first person who fixed upon Francis as the author; 
but he fell into one of the snares which Junius 
had adroitly laid for enquirers. Misled ‘‘by one 
of those well-contrived feints that were meant to 
mislead,” Mr. Taylor inferred that Junius must 
be a person of advanced years, and fixed upon 
the Rey. Philip Francis, the father of Sir Philip, 
asthe author. The elder Francis was a fine classi- 
eal scholar, celebrated for his masterly transla- 
tions of Herace and Demosthenes; but when Mr. 
Taylor discovered him to be ten years older than 
he had at first been led to believe, he devoted all 
his attention toward proving the claims of the 
younger man, and embodied his researches in a 
subsequent volume. 


ADVERSE CRITICISMS UPON FRANCIS’ CLAIMS. 


Sir Nathaniel Wraxall is convinced that Sir 
Philip Francis was the author of Junius. I do 
not yet believe it. He was too vainaman to let the 
secret die with him. — Sir EcrrtTon BRyDGEs’ 
* Notes on Wraxall’s Memoirs.” 

I persist in thinking that neither Mr. Burke 
nor Philip Francis was the author of the let- 
ters under the signature of Junius. I think the 
mind of the first so superior, and the mind of the 
latter so inferior, to that of Junius, as to put 
the supposition that cither of them was Junius 
wholly out of the question. —Mr. CHARLES But- 
LER’s Letter to Mr. E. H. Barker, June 14, 1828. 


We must all grant that a strong case has been 
made out for Francis; but I could set up very 
stout objections to those claims. It was not in 
his nature to keep a secret. He would have told 
it from vanity, or from his courage, or from his 
patriotism. His bitterness, his vivacity, his acute- 
less, are stamped, in characters very peculiar, 
upon many publications that bear his name; and 
very faint indeed is their resemblance to the spirit, 
and, inan extended sense of the word, to the style, 
of Junius. — Dr. Parr. 


With reference to the claims of Sir Philip, I 
am inclined to use the form of argument called a 
“dilemma.” Thus, if Sir Philip Francis was the 
author of the letters, he was a scurrilous libel- 
ler; if he was not, he was splendide mendazx, — 
utrum horum mavis accipe.— JOHN WILKINS, 
in 1865,

George III., King of England. 


“*Ma’am Serres condemns all aspirers to pot 
That prate of a Junius, since Uncle Wilmot 
Ranks scribe of each letter she dares pledge her 

word 
Assure as not one came from King George the 
Third.”

Gibbon, Edward. b. 1737; d. 1794. 


This claimant, beyond holding a position, does 
not seem to have distinguished himself to any 
extent in the politics of his day, his mind being 
too absorbed in the great task which has made 
him famous. See Nos. LII., LIv. 


Glover, Richard. b. 1712; d. 1785. 


Johnston declares that he has no faith in the 
claim of Glover, although his advocates, as cor- 
roborative facts, assert that he ‘‘ wore a bag, with 
his wig accurately dressed, and carried a small 
cocked hat under his arm, before the year 1776, 
and in this costume constantly walked, in fine 
weather, from his house in St. James Street, in 
Westminster, into the city’’; this fact being 
brought forward in proof of his being identical 
with the “ tall gentleman” who threw the letter 
into Mr. Woodfall’s office in Ivy Lane. 

Wraxall, in bis ‘‘ Memoirs of his own Time,” 
1836, ii. 97, states that Glover’s son assured him 
that ‘‘ he had not the least reason to suppose or 
to believe that his father composed the letters of 
Junius.” See Nos. XLl., XLII, 


Grattan, Henry. b. 1750; d. 1820. 


Grattan’s claims were advocated by R. Perry 
in 1861; in the 1806 edition of the ‘‘ Letters,” 
published by Almon, the compiler says that it 
was supposed by some that Grattan and Maclean 
were the joint authors. Mr. Almon addressed a 
letter of inquiry to the Irish patriot, which evoked 
the following reply : — 

Sir, —I frankly assure you that I know noth- 
ing of Junius, except that I am noé¢ the author. 
When Junius began I was a boy, and knew noth- 
ing of politics, or the persons concerned in them. 

I am, Sir, not Junius, but your very good 
wisher and obedient servant,

Greatrakes, William. 
1781. 


This claimantis brought forward in the ‘‘ Gent. 
Mag.” for December, 1813, 1xxxiii. 547; in Cov- 
entry’s ‘Critical Enquiry,” No. Lx1.; and in 
Wraxall’s ‘‘ Memoirs.” 

Greatrakes, a native of Ireland, died suddenly 
at Hungerford, on his way from Bristol to Lon- 
don, and was buried there, with the words * stat 
nominis umbra” inscribed on his tombstone. As 
this motto figures on the ‘‘ Junius”? title-page, it 
is easy to imagine how he comes to be classed 
among the claimants. Britton undertakes to prove 
that Greatrakes was the amanuensis employed by 
Junius to copy his letters for the ‘* Public Adver- 
tiser”; ‘‘but it ought first to be shown,”’ says 
Wade, “that Junius employed an amanuensis. 
If he did, and Greatrakes was his penman, it 
could hardly give him a claim to the motto of his 
principal. That was a distinction, which, if it 
has any significance, could be applicable only to 
the shadow of a shade that wrote the letters, not 
the copyist of them.” 


Grenville, George. b. 1712; d. 1770. 


The prime-minister died before the letters 
were discontinued, hence but little attention 
need be paid to his claims. 


Grenville, James. d. 1783. 


He was the brother of the preceding, and Lord 
of the Treasury. Although he has been accused 
of the authorship, he himself established no claims 
to the honor. 


Hamilton, William Gerard. b. 
1729; d. 1796. 

This claimant is mentioned in Dr. Good’s 
essay; and a letter in the ‘‘ Public Advertiser” 
of Noy. 30, 1771, is addressed to William Junius 
Singlespeech, Esq. Fox said, that, although he 
would not back Hamilton against the field, he 
would back him against any single claimant; and 
Wraxall declares, that, ‘throughout the various 
companies in which, from 1775 down to the pres- 
eut time, [have heard this mysterious question 
agitated, the great majority concurred in giving 
to Hamilton the merit of composing the ‘ Let- 
ters’ under examination.’”? Mrs. Piozzi and Sam- 
uel Johnson were both inclined to believe in his 
claims. 

The only reason that appears for these letters 
ever having been attributed to Hamilton was that 
he happened to be aware of the context of a let- 
ter which did not make its appearance until the 
following day. (Fora full account of this curious 
story, the reader is referred to ‘*‘ Notes and Que- 
ries,’’ 2d Ser., vi. 44.) 

The arguments against him are four in num- 
ber, and very conclusive : — 

1. He was Chancellor of the Exchequer in 
Ireland from September, 1769, to April, 1704, — 
the period when all the letters appeared. 

2. When questioned on the subject, by Earl 
Temple, he positively denied the authorship. See 
Dr. Good’s ‘‘ Essay,” p. 56. 

3. Woodfall declared that neither Burke nor 
THamilton were responsible for the Letters. 

4, Hamilton again distinctly denied the author- 
ship, just before his death, when questioned bya 
member of the House of Commons. 


Hollis, James. 

He is referred to, as a claimant, by Wade and 
Allibone. 

Hollis, Thomas. b. 1720; d. 1774. 

Alluded to in Coventry’s ‘‘ Critical Enquiry,” 
No. LXI. 

Jackson, Sir George, Secretary of the 
Admiralty.

Jones, Sir William. b. 1746; d. 1794. 


Mentioned, as a claimant, by Coventry and 
Wade. 


Kent, John. d. 17738. 


Kent wished to pass for Junius; but, accord- 
ing to Almon, he was only a newspaper editor, 
at a small weekly salary. See the ‘ Letter” 
dated July 21, 1769, in which Junius refers to 
this personage. 

Lee, Maj.-Gen. Charles. b. 1731; d. 
1782. 

In 1803, Gen. Lee is said to have acknowl- 
edged himself the author. If the reader is de- 


sirous of seeing some curious evidence against 
the claimant, he is referred to Wade, i, 61-67. 
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While Girdlestone (Nos, xxxim. and xxxvit.) 
as erfectively espoused his claims. 


Lloyd, Charles. d. 1773. 


Lloyd was the private secretary to George 
Grenville, and among those who believed in his 
claims was Dr. Parr. It must not, however, be 
forgotten, that this claimant died, an old man, 
just after the letters had ceased, which fact is 
scarccly in harmony with the spirit they exhibit. 
See the interesting book by Mr. Barker, Nos. 
LXIM., LXIV.; also Jaques’ work, 147-171, No. 
LXXv. 


Lyttleton, Thomas, 2d Lord. b. 
1744; d. 1779. 


Mr. Diike, in his ‘‘ Papers of a Critic,” vol. 
ii., and Mr. Thoms, in *‘ Notes and Queries,” Ist 
Ser., xi. 198, have shown that Lyttleton no 
longer deserves a place among the Junius claim- 
ants.

Maclean, Laughlin. b. 1727; d. 1777. 


This claimant had been under-secretary of 
state during Lord Shelburne’s possession of the 
oflice for the southern department.

During 
the years 1769 and 1770, when Junius was most 
active, Mr. Maclean ‘*‘ was absorbed in his own 
eeety difficulties consequent on gambling in 

ndia stock”; and in 1772 he was acting as 
collector in the city of Philadeiphia in this 
country, while the ‘‘ Letters”’ were still appear- 
ing in England. See Galt, ‘‘ Life of West.” Al- 
mon, in 1806, thought that he was a joint-author 
with Grattan. Twenty-two arguments have been 

ublished in favor of Maclean, in ‘‘ Waldie’s (P.) 


ibrary,’’ edited by John Jay Smith. See also

Marshall, Rev. Edmund. d. 1797. 


This gentleman, vicar of Charing, in Kent, 
occasionally wrote political letters in the ‘ Kent- 
ish Gazette,” over the pseudonym of ‘ Cantia- 
nus.’? His claims are referred to in Nichols’ 
‘‘Literary Illustrations of the Eighteenth Cen- 
tury,”’ vili. 680. 

Paine, Thomas. b. 1737; d. 1809. 


Sec No. LXxXxIx. The audacity of the author 
of this work is my apology for its insertion. 


Pitt, William, Earl of Chatham. b. 
1708; d. 1778. 


Chatham could not very well have been Ju- 
nius, as the latter was very anxious to obtain 
duplicate proofs from the printer to forward to 
Pitt (sec the ‘‘ Chatham Papers,” p. 52), and the 
celebrated letter to Lord Mansfield, it is well 
known, was sent to Chatham some days before 
it was printed. Moreover, Pitt, ‘though most 
effective in oratory, was careless in literary com- 
position; inexact, loose, and repetitionary: very 
unlike Junius, who not only polished his public 
letters to the highest finish, but never let the 
most brief or trivial private note escape him un- 
marked by the hand of a master.” See also 
“ Notes and Queries,’’ 3d Ser., viii. 356, 440, and 
Nos. XXXIY., LXX., LXXI., LXXIII., LXXXY. 


Portland, William, Duke of. b. 
1788; d. 1809.

“Letters”? was the restoration of the estate of 
the Duke of Portland, part of which had_ been 
taken from him in 1767 and granted to Sir James 
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Lowther, who had married Lord Bute’s daugh- 
ter.

Roberts, John. d. 1772. 


This gentleman was anonymously accused of 
having written the Letters in the ‘‘ Public Ad- 
vertiser,’’ March 21, 1772, e¢ passim.

Rosenhagen, Rev. Philip. 


Upon the authority of Gerard Hamilton, it is 
related by Almon that Rosenbagen endeavored 
to obtain a pension from Lord North, by stipu- 
lating that Junius (he himself) should write no 
more. But there is no similarity in the hand- 
writing of this claimant to that of Junius, and, 
moreover, Kosenhagen being of foreign extrac- 
tion, could hardly be master of the idiomatic 
phraseology that Junius had at his command.

He asserted that, while going 
over St. George’s Fields, he picked up a piece of 
blotted MS., containing a portion of the last 
Junius Letter, which had been thrown out with 
the sweepings fron King’s Bench prison, where 
Wilkes was then a prisoner. A correspondent 
of the ‘*Gent. Mag.” (lix. 786) renewed the 
statement, but nothing in support of the hypoth- 
esis has been produced. 

John Mason Good, in his preliminary essay, 
remarks, “that Wilkes is not the author must 
be clear to every one who will merely give a 
glance at either the public or the private letters. 
Wilkes could not have abused himself in the 
manner he is occasionally abused in the former; 
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nor would he have said in the latter (since there 
was no necessity for his so saying), ‘I have been 
out of town for three weeks,’ at a time when he 
was closely confined in the King’s Bench.”

Here end my researches in the history 
of Junius, and in conclusion I shall place 
before the reader three quotations, from 
which he can choose as he wishes, and 
endeavor to settle this knotty question 
to his own satisfaction. 

The first is from the introductory 
epistle to Scott’s “Fortunes of Nigel,” 
in which the author says: — 


* A cause, however ingeniously pleaded, is not 
therefore gained. You may remember the 
neatly-wrought chain of circumstantial evidence 
so artificially brought forward to prove Sir 
Philip Francis’s title to the Letters of Junius 
seemed at first irrefragible, yet the influence of 
the reasoning has passed away, and Junius, in 
the general opinion, is as much unknown as 
ever.” 

Lord Byron had evidently arrived at 
no very definite conclusion in respect to 
the authorship, for in his “ Vision of 
Judgment” Junius appears among the 
shades, and is as inscrutable as he was 
on earth: — 


«« And several people swore from out the press, 
They knew him perfectly; and one could swear 
He was his father: upon which another 
Was sure he was his mother’s.cousin’s brother, 
* ae Ret: ea ae oe * 
«T’ve an hypothesis — ’tis quite my own; 
I never let it out till now, for fear 
Of doing people harm about the throne, 
And injuring some minister or peer 
On whom the stigma might perhaps be blown; 
It is—-my gentle public, lend thine ear! 
’Tis, that what Junius we were wont to call 
Was really, truly, nobody at all.” 


Lastly, I eannot refrain from quoting 
the excellent view of the influence of 
Junius’ labors as depicted by Messrs. 
Parkes and Merivale in their “Life of 
Sir Philip Francis,” to wit :— 


‘That Junius can only be described with 
truth as a political adventurer there is no doubt. 
It is plain enough that his own personal success 
in life was involved in that of the party whose 
cause he adopted, or, to speak still more accu- 
rately, in the fall of the party which he attacked. 
And it is equally true that he was utterly un- 
scrupulous in his use of means; that his sincer- 
ity, even when he was sincere, was apt to 
assume the form of the most ignoble rancor, 
and that no ties of friendship, or party, or con- 
nection, seem to have restrained his virulence. 
All this is but too deducible from the published 
anonymous writings only... But when all this 
has been said, there remains a residue of a 
higher order, which must in justice to him be 
fairly weighed in the balance. Notwithstanding 
all his sins against justice and truth, Junius was 
assuredly actuated at bottom by a strong and 
ardent public spirit. He was throughout a 
genuine lover of his country. Ile was earnest in 
behalf of her honor and of her liberties. He saw 
clearly that her road to the accomplishment of a 
higher destiny lay through the maintenance of 
that honor and the extension of those liberties. 
He hated with an honest hatred the meanness of 
principle and venality of conduct which charac- 
terized but too strongly the governments against 
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which he fought, and tarnished the political 
genius of his time. And very remarkable was 
the success which attended his struggle against 
them. Great indeed were the practical victories 
achieved by the efforts of this nameless, obscure 
agitator. Freedom of the press and the per- 
sonal freedom of the subject owe probably more 
to the writings of Junius than to the eloquence 
of Chatham or Burke, the iaw of Camden and 
Dunning. It is not too much to say that after 
the appearance of those writings, a pew tone on 
these great subjects is found to prevail in our 
political literature. Doctrines which bad previ- 
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ously met with almost general consent became 
exploded, truths which up to that time had been 
only timidly propounded were placed, in post- 
Junian times, on the order of the day. It is no 
doubt very true that he was only fighting in the 
van of an advancing cause, and that these public 
benefits would as certainly have been secured to 
us if Junius had never written. But itis just as 
certain that America would have been discovered 
had Columbus never existed; yet no one, therc- 
fore, contests the greatness of Columbus or the 
obligations under which mankind lies towards 
him.” 


And with this ends the history and bibliography of Junius.

Draper’s defence of Lord Chatham. 

Poplicola, in April, 1767, depicts Lord Chat- 
ham as aspiring to a political dictatorship, and 
that the Tarpeian rock or a gibbet would be 
enough for the “‘ carcase of such a traitor.” But 
observe the contrast: Junius,ina letter addressed 
to the Earl of Chatham in the following January, 
marked ‘‘private and secret, to be opened by 
Lord Chatham only,” sets himself forth as a 
warm admirer of that statesman, and anxiously 
cautions him against the underhand practices of 
his colleagues, especially of Lord Northington 
and Mr. Conway, concluding as follows :— 

“My Lord, the man who presumes to give 
your Lordship these hints admires your charac- 
ter without servility, and is convinced that, if 
this country can be saved, it must be saved by 
Lord Chatham’s spirit, by Lord Chatham’s abili- 
ties.””—‘‘ Correspondence of the Earl of Chat- 
ham,” vol. iii., p. 305. 

Upon this Wade remarks: — 

“So that the ‘dictator’ of Poplicola is the 
saviour of Junius, both one writer. Impossible! 
Who then, it may be asked, was Poplicola? a 
question probably not very material to answer if 
he were not Junius. But I will mention one 
conjecture by an American editor, namely, that 
Poplicola was Horne Tooke, which seems not 
unlikely. About this period Mr. Horne Tooke 
returned from a tour in Italy as travelling 
tutor; on his way he spent some weeks with Mr. 
Wilkes in Paris, and imbibed his rancour against 
Grafton and Chatham; the latter, in the full 
bloom of place, peerage, and pension, having 
haughtily rejected Wilkes’s application for com- 
pensation or public employment, and disowned 
his quondam friend ‘as the blasphemer of his 
God and libeller of his king.’ In retaliation, 
Wilkes addressed a bitter, inculpatory letter to 
the Duke of Grafton, and Mr. Tooke is surmised 
to have lent his auxiliary aid by the two letters 
signed ‘ Poplicola.’ ”

Lord John Russell is called ‘an 
infinitely small scarabzus, an insect’; Lord 
Palmerston and Grant, ‘two sleek and long-tailed 
rats’; and Lord William Bentinck (... who 
had just returned from the government of 
India), ‘one of those mere lees of debilitated 
humanity and exhausted nature which the winds 
periodically waft to the hopeless breezes of 
their native cliffs, —a drivelling Nabob, of weak 
and perplexed mind and grovyelling spirit.’ The 
appearance of the Marquis of Lansdowne is de- 
scribed as ‘ the ox-like form of the Lansdowne 
Apis’; and O’Connell as ‘ towering, like a 
crocodile, above, above them all.’ These letters 
were, in August, 1836, reprinted in a volume en- 
titled, ‘The Letters of Runnymede,’ and dedi- 
eated to the late Sir Robert Peel.”—See An-

I have before me a book with the following 
title, ‘‘Six Old Plays,’’ on which Shakspeare 
founded his ‘‘ Measure for Measure,” ‘‘ Comedy of 
EKrrors,’”’ *‘ Taming of the Shrew,” ‘‘ King John,” 
“King Henry IV. and V.,” and ‘ i<ing Lear.” 
Two Vols. bound in one. L. 1779. Sometimes 
called “‘ Nichols Steevens’ edition.” In it I find 
several initials, and I have looked them up with 
the following result. The first play is, — 

‘Historye of Promus and Cassandra,” by 
Geo. Whetstones. It opens with an address by 
the author, and signed with his name. Then 
follows ‘*The Printer to the Reader,” signed 
“RR. 1.’ In Collier’s ‘‘Shakspere Library,” 
edited by Hazlitt, I find that this “R. I.” = 
Richard Jones, who printed the edition of the 
play in 1578. His whole name appears at the 
close of the play in the above book. 

The next play is ‘‘ Meneecmi,”’ a pleasant and 
fine conceited comoedie, taken out of the most 
excellent wittie poet, Plautus .. . written in 
English by W. W. London, 1595. ‘ W. W..,” 
says Knight, in his introductory notice to the 
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“Comedy of Errors”? (on the authority of 
Wood) was William Warner.

The next play is the ‘ First and Second Part 
of the Troublesome Reign of John, King of Eng- 
land,” etc., written by W. Sh.

An Old Soldier. An American general; 
b. at Carlisle, Pa.; entered the army 
when he was only eighteen years old; 
U. S. Senator, 1801-4; Minister to 
France, 1804-10; Brigadier-General, 
1812; U.S. Seeretary of War, 1818. He 
d. at Red Hook, Dutchess Co., N.Y.

An 
English journalist; a zealous supporter 
of the administration of Sir Robert Wal- 
pole, and was the editor of the “True 
Briton.” “He boasted to have received 
in four years, out of the treasury, the 
sum of ten thousand nine hundred and 
ninety-seven pounds six shillings and 
eight pence for abusing every one op- 
posed to Walpole. Still he died in debt, 
in 1741, aged twenty-six.” 
. Arndt, Ernst Moritz, 1769-1860. 
E. M. A. An eminent German patriot, 
poet, and miscellaneous writer; b. in the 
island of Rugen, in the Baltic. He was 
a strong opponent of Napoleon, and by 
pamphlets, poems, and songs he sought 
to communicate his own love of liberty 
to his countrymen. He was professor of 
history at Bonn, 1818-19 and 1840-41, 
and rector of the Univ. from 1841. With 
rare freshness and vigor he continued to 
lecture and write, and on his 90th birth- 
day received from all parts of Germany 
good wishes and love-tokens. About a 
month later he died.

Coll., Oxford, with honors, 
in 1854, and was then elected Second 
Master in the English division of King 
Edward the Sixth’s School in Birming- 
ham, and subsequently appointed Prin-

Arnold, Matthew, LL.D., 1822-. A.;

An eminent English author, the eldest 
son of Dr. Thomas Arnold, Head-Master 
of Rugby School; b. at Laleham, near 
Staines ; Balliol Coll., Oxford, 1844; but 
in 1845, Fellow of Oriel Coll.; was pri- 
vate secretary to Lord Lansdowne, 1847— 
51; Lay Inspector of Schools, 1851-79 
et seq.; Prof. of Poetry at Oxford, 1857- 
67; has within a few years visited this 
country, and given very valuable and 
interesting lectures. 

Arnold, Rev. Thomas Kerchever, 
M.A., 1800-58. ZT. A. A. An English 
classical scholar; b. at Stamford; Trin. 
Coll., Cambridge, 1821; Rector of Lyn- 
don, Rutlandshire, 1850-53. In 1838 he 
published the first of a numerous list of 
introductory and other books for the 
study of the Greek, Latin, Hebrew, Ger- 
man, French, and Italian languages, 
which have been extensively used in 
England and this country. He d. at his 
rectory, at Lyndon. 

Arnold, William Delafield, 1828-59. 
Punjabee. An English novelist, brother 
of Matthew Arnold; an officer in the 
British army in India; afterwards di- 
rector of public instruction in the Pun- 
jab; d.at Gibraltar, on his passage home 
from India. 

Arnot, Hugo, 1749-86. A Citizen; 
Eugene. A Scottish historian; b. at 
Leith; his name was Pollock, but he 
adopted that of Arnot on succeeding to 
the maternal estate of Balcormi in Fife- 
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shire; member of the Faculty of Advo- 
cates in Edinburgh, 1752. 

Arnot, Rey. William. John Bunyan, 
Junior. An eminent minister of the Free 
Church in Scotland; pastor of St Peter’s 
in Glasgow. 

Arnould, Arthur, 1833-. A. Matthey. 
A French journalist and /ittérateur ; b. at 
Dieuze (Meurthe); has made himself 
favorably known by his contributions 
to various literary and political jour- 
nals. 

Arnoux, Charles Albert d’, 1820-. 
Bertall. A French artist and littérateur ; b. 
in Paris. His works, disseminated every- 
where, and of which the first date from 
1843, have appeared under the pseud. of 
“Bertall,” asort of anagram of Albert, 
which was suggested to him by Balzac, 
the kind protector of his débuts. 

Arriazza, Don Juan Bautista de, 
1770-1837. D. J. B. de A. A Spanish 
poet; b. and d. in Madrid. He took an 
active part in politics, advocating an ab- 
‘solute monarchy, and thus gained the 
favor of Ferdinand Vii. 

Arrington, Alfred W., 1810-67. 
Charles Summerfield. An American law- 
yer, statesman, and Jittérateur ; b. in Ire- 
‘dell Co., N.C.; became a Methodist 
preacher, and was an itinerant in Mis- 
souri, 1832-33, where his remarkable 
mental powers, and his glowing, fiery 
eloquence everywhere drew crowds to 
hear him. He then studied law. In 
1857, he went to Chicago, where he was 
remarkably successful in his profession, 
and drew much attention by his contri- 
butions to the “Democratic Review ” 
-and the “Southern Literary Messenger.” 
D. in Chicago. 

Arrom, Cecilia (Bohl de Faber), 
1797-1877. Fernan Caballero. A Span- 
ish novelist; b. at Morges, in Switzer- 
jJand; in 1813 followed her father to 
Spain; married the Marquis von Arco- 
Hermoso, and after his death in 1835, 
the Advocate Arrom, in Seville, where 
she afterwards lived and died.

Asplin, Rev. William, M.A. W. I; 
A Master of Arts of the University of Ox- 
ford; Philalethes Rusticus; A Presbyter of 
the Church of England; A True Son of the 
Church of England. An English clergy- 
man, Vicar of Banbury. 

Assheton-Craven, Rev. Charles 
Audley, M.A. A Gentleman. An Eng- 
lish clergyman; <Ass’t Chaplain to the 
Forces, Chatham. 

Assolant, Jean Baptiste Alfred, 
1827-. Alcofribas, le Magicien; Lord 
Claudius Hastings Cumbermere. A French 
feuillitonist; b. at Aubusson Creuse ; 
was professor in the Normal School for 
several years; visited the United States, 
and, on his return to France, contributed 
to the “Revue des Deux Mondes” an 
article on “ Walker and the Americans.” 
He also published “ Scenes de la Vie des 
Etats-Unis.” 

Astell, Mrs. Mary, 1668(?)-17381. A 
Daughter of the Church of England; A 
Lover of her Sex; William Wotton, D.D. 
An English writer of considerable note 
in her day.

An Admirer of the Fine Arts. An Eng- 
lish poet, of Dukinfield Hall, Cheshire.

An eminent 
American lawyer and statesman; b. in 
Boston; Yale Coll., 1794; from 1815, a 
resident of Utica, N.Y., and for some 
years the oldest living graduate of Yale 
Coll.; d. at Utica. = 

Bacon, Miss Julia. Mollie Myrtle. 
An American writer of prose and verse; 
b. at Macon, Ga.; in 1871 a resident of 
Howard, Taylor Co., Ga. 

Bacon, Phanuel, D.D., 1700-83. 
The Friar. An English clergyman; of 
Magdalen Coll., Oxford; Vicar of Bram- 
ber, Sussex, and Rector of Balden, Ox- 
fordshire, where he died. 

Bacon, Rey. Thomas. An American 
Pastor. An American Epis. clergyman, 
of St. Peter’s, Md. 

Badcock, John. John Bee, Esq. 
An English journalist, of London ; “ Ed- 
itor of the ‘Fancy, ‘Fancy Gazette,’ 
‘Living Picture of London, and the like 
of that.” 

Badcock, Rev. John. J. B. An 
English Epis. divine; with two others 
left England, in 1850, to found a Chris- 
tian’ Mission in Terra del Fuego, where 
they starved to death (%). 

Badcock, Rev. Samuel, 1750-88. 
Cam.; Justinophilus. An English clergy- 
man; b. at South Moulton, Devon.; in 
1787 he joined the Church of England, 
and became Curate of Broad Clyst; 
contributor to the “London Review,” 
“London Magazine,” etc., and espe- 
cially to the “Monthly Review”; d. 
in London. 

Badeau, Adam. The Vagabond. An 
American officer and author; b. in New 
York City; Consul-General at London, 
1874 et seg., more recently at Havana, 
Cuba; resigned in 1884.

W. B. An English economist; b. in 
Longport, Somersetshire; for a time 
Examiner in the Univ. of London; con- 
tributor of essays and reviews to the 
periodical press, and editor of the 
“Economist ”; d. in his native town.

A Yale Graduate of ’69; Karl Kron; 
Ll Atchby; A Massachusetts Yankee ; 
N. S. G. An American author and 
journalist, of New York City; college 
chronicler for the New York ‘“ World,” 
1876-82; b. in West Springfield, Mass. 

Bagley, Miss Sarah G. SS. G. B. 
An American writer, of Meredith (now 
Laconia), N.H.; contributed to the 
“Lowell Offering.”

An English author. 

Bagot, A. G. Bagatelle. An English 
sporting writer, in the “Country Gentle- 
man and Sporting Gazette” in 1881.

An American writer for the young. 

Ballou, Rev. Adin. A. &. An 
American minister; pastor at Mendon, 
Mass., 1831-42; afterwards at Milford, 
where he became the founder of the 
Hopedale (Mass.) Community. 

Ballou, Eis. Philo. An American 
humorist. 

Ballou, Maturin Murray, 1822-. 
A Traveller in the Tropics. An Ameri- 
can author and journalist; son of Rev. 
Dr. Hosea Ballou; b. in Boston; editor 
and proprietor of “ Ballou’s Pictorial” 
and the “Flag of our Union.” 

Ballow, Henry. 4.8. An English 
writer on law early in the 18th century. 

Balsamo, Giuseppe, 1743-95. . Comte 
di Alessandro Cagliostro. A Sicilian im- 
postor; b. at Palermo, Sicily; assumed 
the title of Count; travelled in many 
countries under various names; pro- 
fessed alchemy and free-masonry ; prac- 
tised medicine and sorcery, and raised 
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money by various forms of imposture ; 
he d. at Rome in prison. 

Baltimore, Frederick Calvert, 7th 
Lord. Right Hon. Lord B—e. An Eng- 
lish nobleman; a poet, etc.; in 1751 he 
became the proprietor of Maryland; 
about 1767 he became a resident of 
Naples, and d. there. 

Balzac, Honoré de, 1799-1858. 
Henri B***; Horace de Saint Aubin; 
Lord R’Hoone. An eminent French noy- 
elist; b. at Tours; after struggling for 
ten years at Paris with poverty and star- 
vation, he at last obtained appreciation, 
and with appreciation what ought to 
have been wealth. But he spent his 
gains as freelyas he made them. At 
length he married a wealthy Russian 
lady ; but just at the culmination of his 
fame, and at the beginning, as it seemed, 
of the rest and satisfaction to which he 
had always looked forward, he died. 

Bampfield, Rev. Robert Lewis, 
1819-. R. LZ. B. An English clergy- 
man; Trin. Coll., Oxford, 1842; Vicar 
of West Anstey, Devon, 1868-83 et seq. 

Bangs, J. K. J. K. B. An Ameri- 
can journalist, of New York. 

Banim, John, 1798-1842. A Trav- 
eller. An Irish novelist; b. at Kilkenny ; 
at 18 years of age was editor of the 
“Teinster Journal”; at 18 produced a 
successful play ; at 20 was married, pro- 
ceeded to London, and became editor of 
the “Literary Register.” Though the 
author of the “O’Hara Tales” was ex- 
ceedingly popular, he found literature 
a precarious subsistence, and in 1882 he 
was reduced to such distress at Bou- 
logne that a public subscription was 
raised for his relief, which enabled him 
to return to Kilkenny in the summer of 
1835. In 1857 a pension of £150 a year 
was granted to him by Government, 
which was afterwards increased by the 
addition of £40 a year for the education 
of his only child, a daughter. He d. at 
Windgap Cottage, near Kilkenny. 

Banim, Michael, 1796-1874. Abel 
O'Hara. An Irish novelist; brother of 
the preceding; b. at Kilkenny; aided 
his brother in the composition of the 
“O’Hara Tales,” etc., etc. For many 
years he filled the office of Postmaster 
in his native town, and was at one time 
its Mayor. Fortunately, the Royal 
Literary Fund came to the aid of narrow 
means, and after his decease a pension 
was given to his widow by Mr. Disraeli. 
He d. at Kilkenny.

An English lawyer and genealo- 
gist; he practised for some years, 1815- 
20, at Lyon’s Inn, and afterwards at an 
office which he called the Dormant 
Peerage Office,in John St., Pall Mall, 
London; d. at Greenwich. 

Bannatine, James. Joe Miller. An 
English writer; at one time resident in 
Honduras; author of several papers in 
the “ Monthly Magazine.” 

Bannatine, Rev. James.

Banning, Edmund P._ Goldlace. 
An American naval officer; appointed 
2d Lieutenant in the Marine Corps in 
1864; resigned in 1870.

Navy till the end of the American war. 
In 1819 he settled in Upper Canada; 
later he returned to England, studied 
law, was called to the bar at the Middle

there. 

Banville, Théodore Faullain de, 
1828-. Bracquemond. A French poet; 
b. at Moulins (Allier); in early life went 
to Paris, and there engaged in literary 
pursuits. 

Barach, Moritz, 1818-. Dr. Mérzroth. 
A German poet and prose writer; b. at 
Vienna; studied there; and from 1834 
has devoted himself exclusively to a 
literary’ career with great and marked 
success. 

Barbauld, Mrs. Anna Letitia (Ai- 
kin), 1743-1825. -A. LZ. B.; A Volun- 
teer. An eminent English female writer ; 
b. at Kibworth, Leicester; in 1774 she 
married Rev. Rochemont Barbauld, who, 
in 1802, became pastor of a congrega- 
tion, and a resident of Stoke-Newington, 
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but d.in 1808, when Mrs. Barbauld de- 
voted herself chiefly to literary pursuits ; 
d. at Stoke-Newington. 

Barber, Harriet Boomer. Faith 
Templeton. An American novelist. 

Barber, John. The Alderman. An 
English character; city-printer, common 
councilman, alderman, and lord-mayor 
of London, during the earlier part of the 
last century. 


Barber, Joseph. Disbanded Volun- | 


teer. An American humorist, who says 
of himself, “My life, as the kentry is 
aware, hes been full of wunderful vissis- 
sytoods from the time I was Disbanded 
arter the Mexican war, to the present 
crysis.

A Mag- 
istrate for Middlesex, An English gen- 
tleman; founder, and for many years 
managing director of the County Fire 
Office and Provident Life Office, and 
Magistrate for Middlesex; b. in the par- 
ish of St. Marylebone, and d. at his offi- 
cial residence in Regent Street, London. 

Barbier, Abbé Louis Stanilas Hip- 
polyte, 1808-64. Un Solitaire. A French 
ecclesiastic and biographer; b. at Or- 
leans; went to Paris, and devoted him- 
self to literature ; d. in that city. 

Barbour, John Gordon. Caledo- 
nius; Cincinnatus. A Scottish writer, of 
the earlier part of the century. 

Barclay, Anthony, Esq. Greculus. 
An English civilian; at one time British 
Consul at New York City; for 50 years 
never failed to spend some portion of 
each year at Savannah, Ga. 

Barclay, Hugh, LL.D. <An Elder of 
the Church of Scotland ; Nestor, A Scot- 
tish writer; sheriff-substitute, Perth. 

Barclay, John, M.D., 1756 or 60- 
1826. Jonathan Dawplucker, Esq. A

Barclay, John, 1797-. A Lover of 
that People.

ence. 

Bray, Mrs. Anna Eliza, 1790-1883. 
Kempe Slothard. An English novelist; 
b. in the county of Surrey; married in 
1818 to Charles Stothard, and after his 
death, in 1821, to the Rev. Edward A. 
Bray, vicar of Tavistock, who died in 
1859. 

Bray, Rev. Thomas, D.D., 1656-1730. 
A Minister of the Church of England. An 
English clergyman; b. at Martin, Shrop- 
shire; educ. at Hart Hall, Oxford; in 
1699 he was sent to America as Ecclesi- 
astical Commissary for Maryland and 
Virginia; was minister of St. Botolph, 
Aldgate, London, 1706-80. 

Brazer, John, D.D., 1787-1846. J. B. 
An American minister; b. in Worcester, 
Mass.; Harv. Univ., 1815; pastor in 
Salem, Mass., 1820-46; d. in Charles- 
ton, S.C. 

Brecknock, Timothy. A Member of 
the Society of Lincoln’s Inn. An English 
lawyer, of the last century. 

Breckinridge, Robert Jefferson, 
D.D., 1800-71. &. J. B. An American 
Presbyt. minister; b. at Cabell’s Dale, 
Ky.; studied at Princeton, Yale, and 
Union Colls.; practised law in Ken- 
tucky, 1823-31; having studied theol- 
ogy, he was pastor in Lexington from 
1847, and Vresident of Theology at Dan- 
ville, 1853; in the civil war he was a 
firm Union man, and in 1864 presided 
over the National Convention that nomi- 
nated Mr. Lincoln for the Presidency ; d. 
at Danville, Ky. 

Breed, A Merchant. An Eng- 
lish writer, of Liverpool. 

Brennan, Mrs. R. A. Hope Arden. 
An American poet. 

Brent, Henry J., 1811-80. — Stirrup. 
An American journalist ; b. in Washing- 
ton, D.C.; the associate of Lewis Gay- 
lord Clark in founding and editing the 
“ Knickerbocker” Magazine; d.in New 
York City. 

Brentano, Clemens, 1777-1842, 
Maria. A German novelist and poet, 
brother of Elisabeth von Arnim; b., at

An English officer, a cap 
tain under the Duke of Marlborough ; 
he was the son of Francis Durant de 
Breval, D.D., Prebendary of Westmin- 
ster; graduated at Trin. Coll., Cam. 
bridge, in 1700; in 1708 entered the 
army; he was the author of several 
poems and dramas. 

Brewer, George, 1766. G. B. An 
English naval officer; then lawyer and 
miscellaneous writer, of London. 

Brewer, Rev. Jehoida, 1752-1817. 
Sylvestris, An English Cong. minister ; 
b. at Newport, Monmouthshire; of Birm- 
ingham, 1798-1817, and-d. there. 

Brewer, William A. W. A. B.; 
Amicus; Apex; Guildhelm; Justitia; 
Mercator ; Senex; Wilhelm. An Ameri- 
can writer; was for many years a mer- 
chant of Boston, now (1885) of New York 
City. 

Brewster, Sir David, LL.D., etc., 
1781-1868. A Calm Observer. A Scot- 
tish physicist, of Edinburgh; b. at Jed- 
burgh; M.A., Univ. of Edinburgh, 1800; 
editor of the “Edinburgh Encyclope- 
dia”; editor and co-editor of the “ Edin- 
burgh Philosophical Journal,” 1819-, 
ete., etc.; Principal of the Univ. of Ed- 
inburgh, 1838-68. 

Brewster, Rev. John, M.A., 1754- 
1843. A Zecluse, An English clergy- 
man; b. at Heighington, Co. Durham; 
M.A. at Lincoln Coll., Oxford, 1778; 
Rector of Egglescliffe, Co. Durham, 
1814-48, and a magistrate for the county ; 
d. at his rectory. 

Brewster, Rev. Samuel. S.B. An 
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English clergyman, early in the 18th 
century. 

Brickwood, Edwin D. Argonaut. 
An English writer on rowing, training, 
ete., of London; a contributor to the 
London “ Field.” 

Bridge, Horatio, 1806-. An Officer 
of the Uniled States Navy. An Ameri- 
can lawyer; b. in Augusta, Me.; Bow- 
doin Coll., 1825; studied and practised 
law, 1825-38; entered the navy as pay- 
master, 1838-54; Chief of the Bureau of 
Provisions and Clothing at Washington, 
1854-69, and Inspector of the same, 
1869-73. 

Bridge, J. A Fellow Townsman. An 
English writer, of Manchester. 

Bridges, Mrs. F. D. A Lady. An 
English traveller of to-day. 

Bridges, George. Segdirboeg. An 
English writer. 

Bridges, Thomas. Caustic Bare- 
bones. An English humorist; b.in York- 
shire; at one time a wine-merchant in 
Hull; was also member of a banking 
house. 

Bridgman, George, -1832. Poet 
Laureat of Westminster. An English- 
man who, during the latter part of the 
reign of George III., was court newsman. 
For several years before his death he 
was designated as above; d. at the Cat 
and Bagpipe public house, London.

Bright, Charles. Thomas Jones. An 
English writer, of Australia, on Shakes- 
peare. 

Bright, Henry Arthur, 1830-84. 4 
Cambridge Man; A Liverpool Merchant. 
An English economist; b. at Liverpool; 
educ. at Rugby, and at the Univs. of 
Cambridge and London; became a mer- 
chant; devoted much time to literary 
pursuits. “There are many personal 
touches in these books [‘ Year in a Lan- 
cashire Garden’ and the ‘ English Flower 
Garden ’], as, for instance, his acquaint- 
ance with Hawthorne, who, on his part, 
has left some notices of his Lancashire 
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friend.” In 1877 et seq. resident at Ash- 
ford, Knotty Ash, Liverpool. 

Bright, Jonathan Huntington, 
1804-37. Viator. An American poet 
and journalist; b. in Salem, Mass.; re- 
sided in New York City, Albany, and 
Richmond, Va.; in 1836 he sailed for 
New Orleans, and soon after his arrival 
was induced to ascend the Mississippi 
to take part in a mercantile interest 
at Manchester, where he suddenly 
died.

Briscoe, John Ivatt, 1791-. One of 
his Constituents and a Magistrate of the 
County. An English civilian; b. at 
Twickenham; B.A., Oxford, 1812; M.P., 
1830-41, and from 1857. 

Bristed, Charies Astor, 1820-74. 
Carl Benson; A Broken-down Critic; A 
New Yorker. An American author; b. 
in New York City; Univ. of Cambridge, 
England, 1845; afterwards spent many 
years in Europe; wrote much for the 
newspapers and magazines, and pub- 
lished several books; d. at Washington, 
D.C. 

Britton, John, F.S.A., 1771-1857. 
Hilaris Benevolus § Co. An English 
antiquary, of London; a writer on topog- 
raphy and architecture ; b. at the village 
of Kingstonin Wiltshire; in 1787 went 
to London, where he was apprenticed to 
a wine-merchant, meanwhile cultivating 
his taste for reading; after various ad- 
ventures and struggles with life, he 
engaged in the pursuits which occupied 
the last 50 years of his life. “He was 
the originator of a new class of literary 
works. Before his time popular topog- 
raphy was unknown.” 

Britton, Thomas, about 1650-1714. 
Musical Smalleoal Man. An English 
eccentric; b. near Higham Ferrers, 
Northants; set up the trade of small- 
coal in London, which he continued to 
the end of his life.

coal man who, beginning with two plain 
notes, which made up his daily ery, has 
made himself master of the whole com- 
pass of the gamut, and has frequent 
concerts of music at his own house for 
the entertainment of himself and 
friends,” — See Cuarmerrs, Vol. 7.

Coll., 1848; after 
practising his profession for some years, 
he devoted himself to literary pursuits at 
Hartford, Conn.; was partner in a pub- 
lishing house in that city, 1847-57; in 
1856 resumed his literary work, and had 
charge of several departments in the 


“American Annual Encyclopedia,” 
1862-77 et seq. 

Brockway, Rev. Thomas, 1744- 
1807. Zhe European Traveller. An 


American Cong. minister; b. in Lyme, 
Conn.; Yale Coll., 1768; pastor at Leba- 
non, Conn., 1772-1807. He was an 
ardent friend of his country, and when 
New London was burnt, as soon as the 
news reached him, he started off with his 
long gun, and deacons, and parishioners, 
to assist in doing battle with the enemy.

He was first employed 
on a publication at Liverpool, and after- 
wards, with Mr. Angus B. Reach, on a 
comic periodical in London; d. at Man- 
chester. 

Brougham and Vaux, Henry Peter 
Brougham, Lord, F.R.S., ete., 1778- 
1868. Lord B**K: Tsaac Tomkins, 
Gent. An eminent British man of sci- 
ence, lawyer, orator, and statesman, of 
London; b. in Edinburgh; educ. at the 
Univ. of that city; settled there as an 
advocate for a few years; removed to 
London in 1806 ; M.C. for the burgh of 
Camelford, 1810; for Yorkshire, 1830;

1842, and for 38 years was not only a 
favorite on the stage, but outside the 
theatre; d. in New York City. 

Broughton, John Cam Hobhouse, 
Lord, G.C.B., F.R.S., 1786-1869. An 
Englishman. An English nobleman and 
writer; b. near Bristol; Trin. Coll. 
Camb., 1808 ; travelled with Lord Byron; 
M.P., 1820-33 and 1834-51; in 1851 
elected to the peerage as Lord Brough- 
ton; held public office much of the time, 
1832-41, and 1846-52, but from that time 
took no active part in politics; d. in 
London. 

Broughton, Rev. Thomas, 1704-74. 
Phileleutherus Christianus. An English 
clergyman; b. in London; Vicar of Bed- 
minster, near Bristol, 1774, and Preben- 
dary in Salisbury Cathedral. 

Brown, A Son of Mary Moore. 
An American writer; son of Rev. Sam- 
uel Brown, who married Mary Moore. 

Brown, Mrs. ©. R. Mattie May. An 
American novelist, of Concord, N.H. 

Brown, Charles. Carlone; Carluc- 
cio. An English writer, whose name is 
well known in connection with Keats, 
and whose invitation to ‘domesticate 
with him” Keats accepted. Contributed 
to the “Liberal” and other periodicals. 

Brown, Charles Brockden, 1771- 
1810. ©. B. B. An American novelist 
and journalist; b. of Quaker parents, at 
Philadelphia ; founded, in 1803, the “ Lit- 
erary Magazine and American Register,” 
which he conducted for nearly five years. 
Richard H. Horne, of London, wrote me 
afew years ago: “In early life I read 
all his novels with an interest that has 
made a lasting impression. Certainly, 
they are very unlike any that preceded 
them; and they have exercised a quiet,

An American humorist; b. at Waterford, 
Me. ; became first a printer, then wrote 
and lectured under the pseud. of “ Arte- 
mus Ward”; d. at Southampton, Eng- 
land, 

Browne, Charles Thomas, 1825-68. 
Alexandre de Comyn. An English poet; 
b. at Wellington, Somersetshire ; educ. 
at Trin. Coll., Dublin; first published a 
poem in “ Blackwood’s Magazine.” 

Browne, Hablot Knight, 
1815-83. Phiz. An English artist and 
comic designer; educ. at a _ private 
school, and at an early age began to

Coll., Hartford, 
1841; studied law, but devoted himself 
to literature; friend and secretary of 
Admiral Farragut; d. in his native 
city. 

Brownhill, Frederick Robson, 
1821-64. Frederick Robson. An Eng- 
lish comic actor; b. at Margate; d. in 
London. 

Browning, Mrs. Elizabeth (Bar- 
rett), 1809-61. #. B. B. An eminent 
English poet; b. in London; in 1846 
married Robert Browning; resided with 
him in Italy; d. in Florence. 

Browning, Robert, 1812-. Dervish 
Seriose Ferishtah. An eminent English 
poet; b. at Camberwell; educ. at the 
London Univ.; began his literary career 
in 1835; in 1846 married Elizabeth Bar- 
rett, and afterwards resided in Florence, 
Italy. 

Brownlee, Thomas. The Laird of 
Torfoot, an Officer in the Presbyterian 
Army. A Scottish writer. 

Brownlow, William Gannaway, 
1805-77. Parson Brownlow. An Ameri- 
can Methodist minister and politician;

An 
eminent American poet; b. at Cumming- 
ton, Mass.; entered Williams Coll. in 
1810, but withdrew in 1812, and com- 
menced the study of law, and was 
admitted to the bar in 1815; practised 
his profession at Great Barrington, 
Mass., till 1825, when he removed to 
New York City, and commenced his 
career as a journalist, which he contin- 
ued till his death; d. in New York City. 

Bryce, James, D.D., 1785-1866. A 
Parishioner of St. George’s Parish, Edin- 
burgh. A Scottish clergyman; b. at Ab- 
erdeen; educ. there and in Edinburgh; 
Chaplain at Calcutta, 1814-35; d. in 
Edinburgh. 

Brydges, Sir Samuel Egerton, 
Bart., 1762-1887. N.8S.; S. E. B.; Sir 
Cosmo Gordon; Wilfred Woodfall. An 
English miscellaneous writer; b. at 
Wootton; Queen’s Coll., Cambridge, 
1783; called to the bar at the Middle 
Temple in 1787; M.P., 1812-18; removed 
to the continent and resided there, 1818- 
87; d. at Campagne Gros Jean, near 
Geneva. 

Bubier, Rev. George Burden, 1823-. 
B. An English Cong. minister and 
hymn-writer; was educ. for the ministry 
at Homerton Coll., and entered upon his 
duties as a pastor at Orsett, Essex, in 
1844. In 1864 he became Professor of 
Theology and Philosophy in Spring Hill 
(Congregational) College at Birmingham.

Aunt Mar- 
garet. An American writer far the 
young in “St. Nicholas”; in 1888 be- 
came principal of Wolfe Hall, a young 
ladies’ school at Denver, Col. 

Buchanan, Robert, 1841-. Caliban; 
Thomas Maitland. An eminent Scottish 
poet; educ. at Glasgow; commenced his 
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literary career in 1860; at the commence- 
ment of 1869 he gave in London a series 
of “Readings” of selections from his 
poetical works. 

Buchanan, W. B. W. B. B. An 
American poet, of Ellendale, Va., in 1852. 

Buck, Henry. Hotspur. An English 
journalist, of London. 

Buck, James Smith. The Prophet 
James. "An American writer, of Mil- 
waukee, Wis. 

Buck, Mrs. Laura A. Katherine 
Williams. An American novelist. 

Bucke, Charles, 1781-1847. C. B. 
An English miscellaneous writer; b. at 
Worlington, Suffolk; for more than 40 
years he prosecuted his literary labors 
in the midst of great poverty; d. at 
Poulteney-terrace, Islington. 

Buckingham, James Silk, 1786- 
1855. A Proprietor of India Stock. An 
English author and traveller; b. at 
Flushing, near Falmouth; passed his 
early life at sea, but afterwards adopted 
the profession of literature. In 1815 he 
went to India, and established a news- 
paper, but, attacking the India govern- 
ment, he was summarily expelled, and 
his journal suppressed. . He went to 
India a second time, when the restric- 
tions on the press had been removed ; 
and, on his way to and from that coun- 
try, visited various other countries, and 
published narratives of his travels. At 
a later period he made other tours, and 
published accounts of them. In 1825 he 
established, in London, “The Oriental 
Herald.” He was M.P. for Sheffield, 
1832-87. He was the founder of the 
London “Atheneum,” which was the 
“Asineum” of Bulwer’s “Paul Clif- 
ford.” D. in London. 

Buckingham, Joseph H. J. H. B.

An eminent English 
surgeon and naturalist; educ. at Win- 
chester and Christ Church, Oxford; 
served in the Life Guards as assistant 
surgeon, 1854-63; in 1866, with Mr. W. 
Pfennell, projected and started “Land 
and Water,” and aided in its conduct till 
the very day before his death; d. at his 
residence in Albany Street, Regent’s 
Park, London. 

Buckley, Rev. Theodore William 
Alois, M.A., 1825-56. Horace Fitzjersey ; 
Tom Hawkins. An English Jittérateur ; 
sent to Oxford, but wasted his opportuni- 
ties there ; then repaired to London, and 
became a “bookseller’s hack” and a 
journalist, and wrote or edited a large 
number of books, and contributed a vast 
amount of matter to periodicals. D. in 
London. 

An English 
author. 

Budd, Rev. James. J.B. An Eng- 
lish clergyman, of West Horsley. 

Budge, Rev. Edward, B. A., 1800- 
65. #. B. An English ‘Epis. ‘divine ; 
Christ Church, Oxford, 1824; Rector of 
Bralton-Clovelly, Okehampton, Devon- 
shire, 1846-65. 

Budge, Jane, 1852-. A Lady. An 
English educational writer; b. at Cam- 
borne, Cornwall.
